physiologically active peptide at least one compound selected from the group of a 
water-soluble, nonionic, organic binder, and hydrogenated lecithin, 

wherein the nonionic, organic, water-soluble binder is selected from 
polyvinylpyrrolidone, a water-soluble, nonionic cellulose derivative, and 
polyvinvlalcohol, 

wherein the method comprises drying the liguid to form a powder; and 
wherein the water-soluble, nonionic cellulose derivative is selected from the 

group of hydroxypropylcellulose, hydroxyethylcellulose, and
